1 . (Arnended) An image sensor comprising an array of rows (i) and columns (j) of 
pixels (Xjj), all the pixels of one column of the array being comiected to at least one common 
pixel output line (Ij) having at least one memory element (Mj) and at least a first amplifying 
element (Aj), all these rnipliftji^g elements (A^) being connected to a common output amplifier 
(D), characterized in thalthfc seiKor further comprises: 

a second amplifying element (Bj) on the output of the memory element (Mj), 
said common output amplifier (D) having at least two input terminals, 
means (SI) for switching the pixel's signal on the common output line (Ij) and the 
memory element's signal (M) to respectively third and second amplifying elements (Aj and Bj) 
of one column, and 
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leans (S2) for switching the two output signals of the ampUfying elements (Aj, 
Bj) of one colunijp to respectively first and second input terminals of said common [output] 
amplifier (D). 




3\ (Amended) An image sensor comprising an array of rows and columns of 
pixels (Xij), all the pixels of one column of the array being connected to at least one common 
pixel output line Vlj) having at least one memory element (Mj) and at least one amplifying 
element (Aj), all these amphfying elements (Aj) being connected to a common output amplifier 
(D), characterized imthat before the amplifying element (Aj), the common pixel output line (Ij) is 
divided through switches (S4j and S5j) in at least two parallel circuits, at least one circuit having 
said memory element (M^\ [the two parallel circuits being connected through a switch (S6j.) 
with the same input oifsaid amplifying element (Aj)]. 
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
